. fpcke him a better Father to bis Defcendants, 
» to his People. In limited Monarchics, the 
Idren of the Prince are, properly fpcaking, the 
ldren of the People. Under that Form of Go- 
inment the Inrerch of the King, and of his Sub- 
, ought always to be the fame; and of courfe his 
wsin Favour ot his Family fhould be fo regulated 
o coincide with his Defigns io Favour of bis Peo- 
The Want of adverting to this Maxim was the 
afe of innumerable Mifchicfa in this Country during 
laft Century ; and it is our peculiar Felicity to 
¢ had no Apprehenfions of that Sort in this. As 
formee was a very gricvous and heavy Evil, and as 
Anceftors fhewed themfelves extremely fenfible 
reof, fo the latter is certainly a great and valuable 
ing for which we can never be too thankful to 
4, or grateful to our Sovereign. 
As in the Courfe of his Majefty’s Reign we have 
nyed fuch a Meafure both of Peace and of Plenty, 
rarely to be met with in the Hiftory of our own, 
of other Nations, fo with regard to this particular 
jc&@, we have all poffible Reafon to be perfe@ly 
sficd with the Royal Care, and to rejoice in that 
ifdom and Goodnefs which his Majcfty has fhewn 
fecuring the Happine{s of our Pecftcrity by the Mar- 
pes in his Family. The befowing the Prince/s 
walon the Prince of Orange was a thing extremely 
teful to the Nation, and to all the Well-wifhers 
the Proteftant Inrereft throughout Europe. The 
bfrious Houfe of Naffau is, and will be for ever 
r toall true Lovers of Liberty ; among which we 
y certainly reckon all the well-affe@ted SubjeG@s in 
fe Kingdoms, who could not but be delighted at 
ng once again a Princefs of Ovange of the Royal 
¢ The Arrival of her Reyal Highnefs the Prince/s 
Wales was alfo highly acceptabie, as her Family 
one of the moft ilhuftrious not only in Germany, but 
Europe. A Family of aéfive and pafive Virtues, 
Princes of which have done as much, and fuffered 
pre for the fake of the Proteftant Religion, than any 
bufe of their Rank ftill fubfifing. After thefe 
arriagcs to {ce a Third like that, which bas lately 
en Effect, is a Circumftanee equally bappy and 
rioufly for the King, and for us his Subjeéts. 
To expatiate here on the Grandeur, Power, and 
tercft of the Houfe of Heffe-Cafel, would be tedious 
d impertinent. All who are acquainted with the 
iftory of this Age, and of the laft, muft know, that 
¢ Princes of this Houfe have been alike confpicuous 
their Authority, and for their Virtues. In all the 
atswhich have happened in Ewrope for feveral Cen- 
ries, and particularly thofe great Ones which were 
Bed in Defence of the Liberties of Ewrope ; there 
ver was a great Battle, fcarce a remarkable Siege 
which fome Prince of Heffe did not give fignal Proofs 
that Valour hereditary to his Houfe. After the 


eCtoral Princes, the Landgrave is juftly look’d upon 


the greateft Potentare in Germany, and as enc of 
© principal Supporters of the Proieftant Intereft, 
hich he has always vigoroufly, and moft fincerel 

Poufed. As for the young Prince lately allied to 
t Throne, all our Countrymen who have feen him, 
d they are not a few, admit, that there cannot be 
more promiling Youth; and there is fearce any 
‘ace in Zurops who ftands more indebred to Nature 
nao he, or has made a beter Ule of a wile and well- 
Sgulaicd Education. His Efteem for the Englib Na- 





tion, and his Knowledge of our Language, are well 
underttood, and properly admired. If therefure 

there was an Alliance fitrer than another, and of more 

Confequence to the Intere@ of Religion in general, 

and to the eftablifhing a Balance of Power in Geomany 

particularly, thisis that Match. - 

It muft be confeffed, that of late Years Contro- 
verfics between Papifts and Proteftants, have not 
fouaded fo much in our Ears as formerly, but all con- 
fiderate Men will own, that Popith Princes in gene- 
ral have not been wanting in their Care to cultivate 
that Interef ; nor isit much to be doubred, that a 
View to Religion. is the ftrong Tie which hath 
fo long held two feemingly oppofie Interefts in fo 
clole a Jun@ion. It is very {cidom that I venture 
into fuci political Excurfions as the{e, becaufe I think 
them neither proper for my Pen, nor for Publick Pa- 
pete. Bug this is an extraordinary Occafion, an Oc- 
cafion which naturally demands {uch Reflcétions, and 
indeed fupplies them. It is in a maoner impoffible 
to confider his Majefty’s Wifdom and Prudence in 
dilpofing of bis Children, without remembring the 
Advantages which refult from thence to the Proteftant 
Caufe.. This Method of Uniting by the Ties of 
Blood, as well as Intereft, the Familics moft confpi- 
cuous for their Zeal for the truc Religion, is at once 


the moft certain, and the moft equitable Courfe that |. 


can be taken for difappointing the Contrivances of our 
Adverfaries, and fccuring Poiterity from an Innunda- 
tion of Superftition and arbitrary Power, with which 
otherwile they might be more than threatened Ir 
wata Policy praétifed very fuccefsfully by the oppo- 
fite Party ; and I chink it is a Maxim hitherto uncon- 
troverted, that it is lawful ro learn from Enemics ; 
for which Reafon I hope it will be praétifed by other 
Proteflant Princes, and that we fhall fee thar ancient

tion engaged its Protectors to prefer the Welfare of 
Religion to all other Concerns. 

he prefene Circumflances of Things render this 
fortucate Tranfadtion ftill more agreeable. The Na- 
tion is engaged in a Foreign War, at the fame time 
that we are burthen’d atc Home with out Debts and 
Taxes ; from which thofe who bave wifhed us beft, 
as yet have been able to find no way to deliver us. 


The Confideration of thefe Things, as well as of. 


fome others which need not be mentioned, might very 
pofibly encourage our Enemies to revive cheir Hopes, 
and therefore it was very expedient, that at fuch a 
time fome Encouragement fhould be given to the crue 
Friends of the Nation, fuch as arc attached to his 
Majefty’s Service, an@ to the Succeffion in his illu- 
ftrious Houfe.° As this Marriage is in itfelf a moft 
happy Event, fo it is alfo extremely feafonab'e, and 
no doubt we fhall hereafter be very fenfidle of its 
happy Effe€ts. We may indced juftly regret the Lofs 
of to. accompli(b'd a Princefs, whof: amiable Qualities 
have endeared her no lefs to the People, than they 
did that excellent Queen from whom the /prung, whofe 
Virtues Rill jive in ner, and will no doubt be ezerted, 
as her's were in making happy a grateful and ebedient 


| People. But we muft comfort ourfelves for this Lofs, 


by confidering how much it contributes to the Glory 
ot his Mayjefty’s Houfe, and tothe Security of the 
Proteftant Succeffion. Thefe Confiderations ought 
to have the greater Weight, becaufe they feem pecu- 
liar to our Times. For the Space of two Reigns a 
precarious Succeffion kept all the thinking People in 
thefe Kingdoms in perpetual Terrors. From thefe 
Evils, as well as from many others we were delivered 
by the peaceable Acceffion of his late Majefty to the 
Throne, and heave lived ever fince free from any un- 
eafy Apprehenfions on the Score of the Royal Family. 
This isa Felicity which was wantiug even to the en- 
vied Reign of Queen Elizabeth; and if we would have 
a juft Idea of its Valuc, we need on'y call 1o Remem- 
brance the Sirustion of che Subjects of certain Crowns 
to whom this Bleffing is wanting (til). 

Ae it is na‘ural for us to conclude future Tranf 
actions by thofe which we have already {een, fo the 
Pleafure we draw from reflecting on the Dilpofision 
of three of his. Majcfty’s Children, cannot burt be 
much heightened by confidering how many there are 
till unmarried. We cannot have che Icaft Sufpicion, 
that his Maicftv will nor ufe the fame Prudence and 
Precaution in beftowing thefe, thar he has already 
hewn in marrying thofe. Ths Stcadinefi of his Cor 








duc is as well known to, aod as juflly admired bY 
his Subjeds, as the Uprightnefs, of his Mind, and 
that inflexible Integrity tor which he hae been always 
remarkable. When his Maj fy’s Views of this Sort 
fhall have fully taken Place, the quier Succeffions of 
his Family, and thaSafety and Prosperity of our Pafte- 
tity will be as well provided for as human Wifdom 
can devife, we fhall then have numerous, natural, and 
potent Allies whofe Intercft it will always be, to fup- 
port the Honour of this Crown, and all the jult Pre- 
tenfions of its Subjects. Which Support, tho” we 
may rcafonably hope, we never fhall ftand in need of, 
yet as all Dreams of univerfal Monarchy are banith'd 
(rom hence, and as we are Friends to our Neigh- 
bour’s Liberty as well as our own, it is not impoffible 
but that fome time or other there may be frong Com- 
binations formed againft us. In fuch a Cafe theie 
Alliances will be an eafy and effe@ual Refource, will 
contribute to preferve the Balance of Power, and not 
only to prevent our being opprefled by any Popiih Con. 
federacy, but in all Probability will prevent, trom a 
mutual Dread of its ill Confequences, any fuch long 
and crucl Wars as have heretofore raged among Eu- 
vopean Princes, contributing to the weakening All, 
ow affording any proportionable Benefit to any 
ne. 

Thefe Treaties are fo immediately the Concern of 
the King, have been fo wifely managed, and have 
already had fo happy Effe€ts, that without Sufpicion 
of Fiatrery we may fay it ought to induce us to have 
the highett Confidence in the Royal Conduét, Thefe 
are fo many Teftimonics of his Concern for the Tran- 
quility of future Generations, fuch Pledges of his 
fincere Love for us, and regard for our Intereft-, that 
ic ought to be, and I hope it will be impoffibic for 
the moft malicious and wicked Men to infinua‘e any 
Jcaloufies, to create any Sufpicions ; much Iefs to 
caulc any Diftarbances, while God fhall be pleas'd to 
continue to wr, fo good and great a Prince. Neither 
ought we to make a Queftion of his having weighty 
Reafons, whenever he thinks fic to vific the Conri- 
nent. We may be affured, that his Majefty hath al- 
ways in View the Good of thefe his Kingdoms, and 
never takes any Scep but from a ful! Perfuafion, that 
it isthe moft proper can be taken for promoting the 
Welfare of his Subjects. Ic is crus, that the Virtuce 
of our Sovercign have fo endeared him to the People, 
that his Abfence appears the grearett Evil that can 
befal us; but we are to confider, that his Majefty is 
the proper Judge of the Circumflances which make 
this Evil neceffary ; and that as we have the ftrongeft 
Reafons to belicve that he is at leaft as warchful over 
our Interefts, as we ourfelvss can be, we ought in 
Duty to acquicfc~, and to comfort ourfelves with the 
Hopes of his effeting fuch things Abroad, as may 
even balance our Mis‘ortune of lofing him fo long. 

The preefent Junture is extremely critical: Be- 
fides the War we are engag-d ia with Spain, there 
fzems :o be another to break out in the North, the Suc- 
cefs of which mult very nearly concern us.. There 
are alfo various Negociations on foot in Germany, as 
well as feveral important Events hourly look’d for ; 
the Improvement of any one of which, might be 
Means of confolidacing the Protefant Intereft, and fx- 
ing the Stare of that Part of the World, as we would 
with to fee it. While the prefene War continues in 
the Siruation it is now in, there is no need for us to be 
in Pain ; but if by any unforeften Accidente the Mil- 
chief fhould fpread, it would certainly be proper we 
fhould be prepared. One thing feems to be certain, 
that we Canpot remain long in doubt, fince if Spain 
receives no Affitlance, we mult fliortly reduce per, 
however unwi'ling, to chink reafonably, and to afford 
us full Securicy and SasfaGtion. That his Majefty 
may dire& all bis Councils, all his Enterprizes, and 
all his Negociations to fo good an End! That he may 
fpeedily and fuccelsfully accomplith it! and, th-t he 
may {pend che ref of his Reign in Repofe, attended 
with Glory, muft be the fincere With of every loyal 
Subject! ot every Party amongét us! And fo happy an 
Occafion as that whichegave- Birth to this Paper, I «ill 
not doubr, thar however they may difagree in other 
Refpeds, all the Inhabirants of his Majefty’s Domi- 
nions will uniie io a Vow which concerns che Safety 
of themfelves and their Pofteriry, as nearly as it do's 
the Profperiry of the Royal and Jluftrious Houfe of 
blanower, and all the great and glorious Families that 
are now allied therete.
